One sheil fell in 
the enemy's trenches, and the train retired 
Wit out repiying to the hre. 

It is stated that Arabi Pasba's Governor at 
Port Said bus arrived bere, but not asa pris- 
oner. 

The water-supply is again restricted. Ar- 
rangemenis for condensing bave been made by 
which each inhabitant will be supplied with one 
gailon of water daily. 

It is stated on good authority that 2,000 Alba- 
niaus have been enlisted for service in Egypt in 
quarantine and other departments, as it is 
feared the native troops cannot be trusted. 
Troops are urgently required at the quarantine 
Station at Moses’ Weill, uear Suez, as the atti- 
tude of the Bedouins chere is threatening. 

A blockade of the Egypuan coast was esiab- 
lished yesterday. 

Large numbers of Egyptians are intrenching 
southward of Meks, apparently with the object 
of preventing a flank movement by the British. 
A email reconnaissance was made last evening 
in that direction, whereupon the enemy witb- 
drew through the shalicow parts of Lake 
Mareotis. 

Two battalions of the enemy's infantry with- 
drew yesterday from Aboukir to occupy the 
isthinus between Lake Aboukir and Edko. This 
is an important position, as, it Aboukir was 
once captured, Kafr-el- Dwar could be turned by 
a force traversing the isthmus. 

Advices from the interior represent the cotton 
crop as having suffered considerably owing to 
want of irrigation. 


AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 26.—Lord Dufferin, 
the British Ambassador, bas promised the pil- 
grims to Mecca that they will be permitted to 
traverse the Suez Canal as usual. 

A Council of Ministers under the Presidency 
of the Sultan is now sitting at the palace to de- 
cide definitively in regard to the convention 
with England and other pending questions. 
Lord Dufferin frmiy maintains that the Turkish 
troops shail only be ailowed to disembark at 
Rosetta, Damietta, or Aboukir, and categori- 
cally refuses to permit their landing at Alexan- 
dria, Port Said, or Suez. 

LONDON NEWS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 2%.—A letter from Prince 
Ibrabim, brother of the Khedive, to Lord Grau- 
ville is published, asking that he be allowed to 
go with the British army in Egypt. Lord Gran- 
ville replied that the Government regretted its 
inaoility to accept the Prince’s offer of service.

HAWAIIAN SUGAR. 

THIRD CARGO BRINGS SPRECKLES TO 
. TERMS. 
Sprcial Dispatch to The Chacago bun. 

New York, Aug. 2%.—The bark Amy Turner, 
which arrived from Honvlulu today, brought 
the third cargo of sugar which bas been sent to 
this port trom the Mawaiian Islands. This cargo 
arrived in good condition, and is larger than 
either of the two which preceded it. 
reciprocity treaty between the United States 
and the Hawaiian Istands the products of each 
nation are admitted into the otner free of duty. 
Large quantities of sugar are raised in the Ha- 
waiian Islands, and San Francisco is the 
market to which nearly alli of it is 
sent. Claus Spreckies, the great refiner 
of San “Francisco, has the monopoly 
of this trade. He buys nearly all of his sugar 
under coutrasts with the dealers in the Hawaiian 
Islands. Among these is a firm named Hatfield 
& Co., who some time since failed to satisfy the 
great sugar monopolist in some particular. In 
order to punish this urm Soreckles refused to 
purchase sugar from them. It the latter spouid 
send their sugar to San Francisco it would have 
to be tbrown on an open market and 
might bring very little. Hatiield & Uo. con- 
cluded to show tue great monopolist 
that there were other markets in the worid be- 
sides San Francisco. r

New York seemed to be 
the best place in which to dispose of the locked- 
out sugar. This coula be shipped to San Fran- 
cisco aud sent overland to its destination, but 
Hat held & Ov. found that it would be cheaper to 
send it all the way by water. Two vesseis were 
chartered, and have since arrived safely at this 
port with the sugar in good condiciun. The bark 
Amy Turner was also chartered, and a 
cargo of 1.350 tons, the largest which 
bad been dispatched, was placed in the 
hoid of the vessel, in sacks containi from 
ninety-five to % pounds euch, Messrs. Waljen, 
Toei & Co., of No. 70 Broad street, are the mer- 
chants who were selected to dispose of the Ha- 
waiian sugar. Capt. Newell, of the Amy Tur- 
ner, says be believes the hitch between Spreck- 
les and Hattieid & Co., of Honolulu, bas been 
satisfactorily arranged, and that no more of the 
sugar will be sent to New York at present. 
The Pacific Siope, be says, was the natural 
market for the sugar of the Hawaiian 
Islands. The voyage from Honolulu oc- 
cupied 126 days. Very rough weather was 
experienced to the westward of Cape Horn. The 
wind biew a vivient guie from the soutbwest 
and west, anda very high sea was running. A 
great deal of water was snipped, but no injuries 
were sustaiued by tbe yesseil. Forty davs were 
consuined in coming™from the equator to this 
port, owing to frequent calma. With favorable 
winds Capt. Newell bas made the run in less 
than twenty days.

After a Long Chase Arrested in Che- 
nange County, New York, 


The Pinkerton Detective Agency, presided 
over by that maestro of the detective’s art, Allan 
Pinkerton, is once again to be accredited with 
the very excellent capture of a very desperate 
criminal, together with the recovery of a con- 
fiderabie portion of his booty. The princi 
in the Kewanee, III., bank robbery was arrest 
Friday evening by the Pinkertons in the heart 
of Chenango, N. Y., Where be was hiding 
under an assumed name, and toying 
with his share of the dank spoil. 
He proves to be the fellow whom the newspa- 
pers put down for the robbery at the time, and 
the fact that ne failed to show up, even after 
his character w thus publicly aspersed, was 
sufficient to put the sletith-bounds of the law 
upon bis track. But to the Pinkertuns belong 
the credit of searching out his biding-place and 
effecting his capture, and there is no need of 


here. The incowparable work of the Pinkerton 
agency is known the world over, and the Ke- 
wanee case, when it is fully worked out as 
boped for, will be accounted as creditable a 
piece of work as a the agency has recently 
undertaken. 

The afternoon of Monday, Aug. 14, it will be 
remembered, the First Nacional Bank of Kewa- 
nee was robbed of between $19,000 and $20,000 in 
paper and goid, and the Cashier and his lady as- 
sistant bound and gegged and thrown into one 
of the vaults, where it was undoubtedly meant 
that they should perish of suffovation. At about 
3 o'clock in the afternoon a tall man, who was 
undoubiedly Weich, the prisoner in custody, 
ea led at the bank and asked to be per- 
mitted to leave there for a short 
time a valise, which he carried along rather la- 
boriously.

The first thing, as we know, is to resolve to 
build a monument, and the next is not to 
build it, Since the idea of making a crypt 
in the National Capitol was abandoned there 
has been no thought of an American mau- 
soleum; and the state of National advance- 
ment in which it is a matter of great concern 
whether a bust is put in one place or an- 
other is still far removed from us. 
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Tur North Side City Railway Company 
has asked permission of the Lincoln Park 
Commissioners to run a track into the park 
and erect a pavilion or waiting-room for pas- 
sengers at the terminus, which would be 
put at some convenient place, There is 
much to be said in favor of this project, and 
also much against it. Mhe accommodations 
for passengers by the Street-rallway are now 
wretchedly inadequate, but as good as the 
company can furnish. It is, moreover, a 
long walk from the side entrance of the park 
to the lake, and many visiiors would 
be glad to have a “lift” for the 
distance in a _ streetcar or some 
other public conveyance. On the other 
hand, the presence of street-cars in the 
park would spoil its picturesqueness and in- 
terfere with other modes of travel on at least 
one street dnd the avenues crossingit. A 
better plan possibly would be to give the 
street-car company rocm for a pavilion on 
the border of the park, and to provide Her- 
dies or other similar vehicles for use within the 
parks. The Commissioners could easily keep 
up such a line at small expense, or rent the 
privilege to others who would be glad to pay 
for it. The advantage of such conveyances 
would be even greater in the large West and 
South Parks than in Lincoln Park, which is 
comparatively small. 


Tae Supervisors of San Francisco, in their 
political rage against the Chinese, some 
months ago adopted an ordinance having for 
its object the exclusion of all laundries in 
that city kept by Chinese. Its nominai pur- 
pose was to rezulate the laundry business. 
It was made unlawful tor any person to es- 
tablish or carry on a laundry within the 
limits defined by certain streets without the 
consent*of the Supervisors, which consent 
could only be given upon the recommenda- 
tion of twelve citizens and taxpayers residing 
im the block where the laundry is to be estab- 
lished. These being complied with, the Su- 
pervisors may issue a license; a fine of $1,000 
to be imposed upon any person carrying on 
the business without the license. A China- 
man, owner of a laundry, failed tg obtain a 
license, because he could not get the recom- 
mendation signed by twelve citizens and free- 
holders, no person daring to sign such pa- 
per in the face of the hostility to the Chinese, 
The man, attempting to go on with his busi- 
ness, was arreste@ fined, and imprisoned. 
He obtained a hearing before the United 
States Court, Justice Field presiding. The 
court reviewed the whole case, aud freely 
expressed his opinion of that kind of law- 
making for such an unworthy purpose, and 
concluded his opinion as follows: 

The petitioner is an alien, and under the 
treaty with Chin is entitled to all the rights, 
privil and immunities of subjects of tne 
most favored nation with which this country 
bas treaty relations. Being a resident here 
fore the passage of the recent act of Con 
restricting the immigration of subjects of his 
country, be has, unver ae Pa of the Na- 
tion, the —— to remain and follow any of the 
lawful ordinary trades and pursuits of life 
without let or hindrance from the State or any 
of its subordinate municipal bodies, except 
such as may arise from the enforcement of 
equal and impartial laws. Hise liberty to follow 
any such ovcupation cannot be restrained by 
invalid legisiation of any kind—certainly not 
by a municipal ordinance that bas nu stronger 
ground for its enactment than the miserable 
pretense that the business of a laundry—that is, 
of wash ciothes for hire—is against good 
morals or dangerous to the public safety, 

It follows that the petitioner is illegally re- 
strained of his liberty, and must, therefore, be 
discharged. 

Perhaps Judge Field is one of the few 
persons in California having the courage to 
defend the Chinese in the common rights to 
which on every principle of justice and 
8 they are entitled, and it is fortu 

ate that he is in a position where he can en- 
force a respect for these rights. 
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UNIFORM MARRIAGE LAWS. 

At the International Conference which has 
been in session at Liverpool, England, 
among the various questions considered, re- 
garding which there is a great diversity of 
legal regulation in different countries, was 
that of the marriage laws. The intefcourse 
between nations and people is now'so gen- 
eral that contracts of such vital consequences 
as those of marriages should havesome gen- 
eral international definition of their 
legalivy, and the means of proof. What isa 
legal marriage in France may not be legal 
out of it; what may be legal between French 
persons, in France or out of France, may 
not be legal either in France or out of it 
where one of the parties is French and the 
other of some other nationality, 

Much confusion exists in Europe on this 
subject of marriages between persons belong- 
ing to different countries, the. validity of 
these marriages between residen aliens, 
or between aliens, often depending on local 
laws, whigh are by no means uniform. 
Several instances have occurred where 
American girls marrying Frenchmen have 
been subjected to the mortification ot being 
repudiated because of the lack of previous 
consent of the husband’s family. The move- 
. is to have some uniform law on this

The first step taken in this direction was 
by Engiand as long ago as 1849. In that 
year Knglish Consuls were authorized to

Similar laws permitting er authorizing con- 
sular marnages have been passed in Italy in 
1866, by the Netherlands in 1871. Switzerland 
in 1874, Germany in 1875, and Belgium in 
1883. These marriages are, however, de- 
fective, because their validity may be im- 
peached everywhere except in the Consul's 
owu country. Their great value, and practi- 
cally their greatest value, is that they supply. 
trustworthy evidence of the marriage itself 
in cases where such proof may not otherwise 
be obtainable. 

The French laws on marriage are peculiar, 
and are less reconcilable with ordinary leg- 
islation on the subject than those of most 
other nations, and at the conference in Liv- 
erpool M. Ciunet, the French representative, 
eandialy confessed that the hope of agree- 
ing to an international marriage Taw was 
small, but that an international treaty legal- 
izing in one country the marriage which took 
place in another might prove possible. He 
thought such a treaty could be adopted be- 
tween France and Engiand to begin with, 
and could in time be extended to other na- 
tions. On his motion measures were taken 
to have the subject of such a treaty presented 
to the Governments of England and France.

The story 
of Don Sebastian, though it bas found a place 
among historical curiosities for three centuries, 
is yet not familiar as little Portuguese history

Sebastian was a King in the nursery. He was

Don John Mascarenhas, seeking hopelesly to in- 
form his young and impetuous master of the 
dangers be was braving, was met with the scorn- 
ful demand.

Chicago, Louisville. und Nashville de- 
cided upoa by the Commissioner 
and made part of ibe préceedings of the weet- 
ing should take effect Septe 1 next, it being 
agreed toby the members of the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee that payment of commissions 
on first or second class and theatrical tickets or 
orders for tickets at or between points men- 
tioned should cease, and no commissions should 
be puid at or between any other points which 
would afféct rates decided upon, excepting as 
foliows; 

Sec. I. No commissions sbalil be 
ditterenatia! fare points toany other diderential 
or iutermediate poist. Commissions shall be 
paid as follows: 

Seo. 2. On business from intermediate points 
to differential fare points. N 

Sec. 3. On business from differential fare 
polats to points beyond other differential fare 
po. ots. ; 

Sec. 4 On business between intermediate 
points and other intermediate points. 

Seo. 5. On business between intermediate 
points and points beyond differential fare 

ints. 
Provited, however, that such commissions 
shali not be paid by initial lines, or to any per- 
sons excepting regular ticket agents; that such 
commissions shail not affect in any way business 
whieh differential fares are intended to equai- 
ize; and orovided that such commissions shall 
not be used by ticket agents to reduce tares. 

It was also resuived that putting differential 
fares into effect provides that such fares by the 
several routes shall be offered to passengers by 
the selling line; that they may be advertised at 
points where they are operative, it being agreed 
they shall not be used as means of advertising 
the advantages of any line against the others; 
the advertising to be confined to a simple state- 
ment of fares and the accommodations fur- 
nisbed, leaving passengers to choose their route; 
that the differential fares shail be operative only 
between the points named in the annexed 
table, and not be used dy connections for 
leasing purposes, it being tae committee's in- 
teution o adjust fares from (ue points affected 
by differentials at the earliest possible day, and 
for that purpose connecting roads are requested 
to inform the committee, through the Cbairman, 
ofany adjustment which may seem to them 
necessary.

Sharp Increase in East-Bound Freight 
Shipnarnts—The Increase Bue to 
Heavy Shipments of Oats, 

The Board of Trade statement of east-bound 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions for the 
week ending Aug. 26 shows an increase of a lit- 
tle over 10,000 tons. This sharp increase, how- 
ever, is not due to a revival of the business, and 
itis quite certain that after this week east- 
bound shipments will again fail off. The entire 
increase was in oats, and each road got its pro- 
portion. The sharp movement in oats was 
caused by shippers having to make good short- 
agesin New York before Sept. I. They couid 
not take the risk of shipping by lake, 
because the grain might not bave reached 
destination in time, and conseyuently they were 
compelied to ship by rail. This movement of 
oats may continue during a part of this week, 
but after that shipments will again reach their 
normal condition, as there is no particular de- 
mand in the East. Wheat shipments remain as 
light as ever, hardly any of it going forwara by 
rail from this city. The Grand Trunk is the only 
line which increased its wheat entpments during 
the week. There was a slight incfease in pro- 
vision shipments, but this iucrease was offset by 
a corresponding decrease in flour shipments. 

The railroads feel much encouraged on ac- 
count of the favorabie weather during the last 
few weeks, which bas not only enabled the 


Western farmers to harvest their wheat in good 
sunpe. but has wonderfully improved the corn 


prospects in Lowa, illinois, and indiana, where | 


taey had been quite poor. It is now believed 

an ave crop of corn will be 
raiséd in those States if the frusts keep off for 
a few weeks longer. The railroads are almost 


entirely nding u the corn crop fora 
good 2 tet winter. as the wheat

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roads will find themselves in a poor condition 
this winter. Not oniy will they have to meet 
the competition of the Mississ:ppi barge lines 
after lake navigation has closed, but they will 


dave the additional competituon of the new Chi- 


cago & Atlantic and the New York, Chicago & 
St. Louis Roads, which are now about compiet- 
ed and willbe ready tor iness about Oet. 1. 
Whether these roads join the Eastern pool or 
not alters notbing in the matter, as in either 
event they will take a sbare of the business go- 
mg east trom this city. Of the New York trunk 
lines the Erie alone will be benetited by the 
establishment of the new lines. The New York, 
Chivago & S&. Louis is Understood to 
ba vo made atraffic arrangement with the Erie 
by which this line is to bo the outlet from Buf- 
falo east of the vew line, at least until a more 
independent connection can be secured. The 
Chicago & Atiantic bas been constructed by the 
Erie, and forms the Western outlet of the Erie 
and the New York, Pennsyivavia & Onio, wich 
is controlled by the Erie, and therefore ali its 
business will necessarily go over the Erie. 

Eveu if the corn crop meets the most sanguine 
expectations, the business of the Western roads 
during this winter will not be what it was last. 
Even with the increase of 10,000 tons during the 
week ecast- bound shipments were only about one- 
halt what they were during tne corresponding 
week last year, and unless an extraordinary de- 
mand arises in the East or iu. Europe, which is 
hardly probable, shipments will coatinue lighter 
througbout this year than they were last year, 
and there are two more roads to divide the buai- 
ness. The great troubte seems to be that there 
are more roads than tnere is business at pres- 
ent, andit may take some yours betore there 
will be business enough for all the roads now in 
the tield. Were it not for this poor outlook, the 
Eastern pool would have gone to pieces before 
now. As it is, the only saivation for the roads 
is in keeping up the pool and muintaining high 
rates. 

The total amount of flour. grain, and provis- 
ions shipped East from this city duri the 
week ecading Aug. . 1882, amounted to 78,959 
tons, against 18,113 tons for the week previous, 
an increase of 10.846 tons. The shipments for 
the corresponding week last year amouuted to 
63.473 tons.

This City, Having Iuspected the Prop- 
erty. 

A party of officers and others connected with 
the Chicago & Atlantic and the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western Railways arrived here last evenu- 
ing, having made a thorough inspection of the 
Chicago & Atiantic from Marion, O., to its pres- 
ent termious at Hammond, [nd. The party was 
composed of the following gentiemen: Samuel 
B. Smith, President of the Chicago & Atlantic: 
J. Condit Smith, contractor; Gen. Robinson, of 
Onio: Gen. Dupee, Civil Bngineer of the New 
York, Lake Brie & Western; J. C. Williams, 
Obief Engineer; B. P. Griffiths, Division Rug. 
neer; Higgins, Division Superin- 
tendent; Mr. Seakina. General per- 
tendent of Bridges; and Charles F. 
Gritlin, Attorney of the Chicago & Atiantic; R. 
KR. Conant, Paymaster; Mr. tippers, of Huat- 
ington, Ind.; and J. Pickering, of New York, 
Directors of the Chicago & Atiantic. 

The work, grades, bridges, ete., were thor- 
ougbly inspected, and the gentlemen are unan- 
imous in deciaring it one of the best and most 
substantially-coustructed new roads in the 
country, and far superior in every respect to the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis. 

The road extends from Marion, O., where it 
connects with the New York, Pennsylvania & 
Onio, to Chicago, and is 257 miles in length, 
and will have fifty mites of siding. The average 
costof the road-bed is about $30,000 per mile, 
and the total cost of the road will be about 
8.000, 000. The capital stock is $10,000,000. 
road traverses a rich agricultural country, and 
about forty depots will be located oa the line. 
The present equipment consists of 300 flat cars, 
200 box-ears, and twenty-four engines, but large 
orders are still unfilled, and the completed 
equipment will be as fine as that of afiy road in 
the country.

The Three New Steamshtps of the Bal- 
timeore & Olio.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 26.—By invitation of Presi- 
dent John W. Garrett, of the Baltimore & Onio 
Railroad Company, the Directors of the com- 
pany and a number of prominent business-men 
of this city paid a visit to Locust Point, the 
marine terminal point of the road, this after- 
noon, and inspected the two immense steawers, 
Nessmore and Mentmore, of the new ocean 
steamship line between this port and Liver- 
pool. There are three steamers in ali, the two 
above-named baving but recently arrived here 
on the first voyage, and the third one 
being now on the way. They are 
owned jointly by the Baltimore & 
Ohio Company and the Williain Johnson Steam- 
ship Company of Liverpool, and are designed 
especiaily for the carrying of cattle, which will 
now De shipped directly from the West by the 
Baltimore & Onio line to Europe. They are 
enormous vesseis, built entireiy of iron, with 
seven separate water-tight compartments, and 
are 370 feet in length over ail. he main deck 
can accommodate 1,000 head of cattie. The ves- 
seis are thoroughly ventilated, and each bas a 
condenser for making fresh water, with a ca- 
pacity of 8.000 gallons a day. There are also 
handsome cabin accommodadons oa each for 
twenty-ive passengers. After inspecting the 
steamspips an elegant entertainment was served 
on beat one of them, and Mr.Garrett addressed 
his guests upon the importance of this new line, 
and the great cattie trade it was bound to at- 
tract to Baltimore, which was now able to com- 
pete with any port in the shipment of cattle to 
Europe.

A New Theory of That Horrible 
Tragedy Six Weeks 
Ago. 


Evidence Pointing to Eugene Dough- 
erty and Michael Murphy as 
the Assasins. 


They Were Seen Around the Bath-House 
That Night. 


From time to time during the past two weeks 
Tue TRIBUNE has mentioned the fact that the 
police were still busily engaged on the Prescott 
murder case, and that Eugene Dougherty and 
Michael Murphy, the former now jailed for the 
murder of Nicholas Johnson the morning of 
Aug. N. were strongly suspected of being the per- 
petrators of that most cowardly and brutal crime. 
A TRIBUNE reporter who bas been looking into 
the case has su@ceeded in getting hold of about 
all of the facts in the possession of the police, 
and these, which are presented below, indicate 
that the ollicers bave a strong case of circum- 
Stantial evidence against the two prisoners now 
Under arrest. 

Shortly after the muraer of Mr. Prescott the 
Deplaines street police obtained  informa- 
tion 10 the effect that Dougherty 
and Murphy—the former recently re- 
leased from Joliet and the latter from 
the Indiana State Prison at Michigan City—had 
been seen about the bath- house on the night of 
the murder, and that they had not been seen in 
their usual haunts since. In view of the char- 
acter of the men the police entertained a suspi- 
cion that they might have been in it, and on the 
morning of July 20 dispatches furnishing the de- 
scripuion of these men and requesting their ar- 
rest were sent to numerous points. Nothing 
came of this, however, and the police, whose at- 
tentions were being directed into other chan- 
nels. began to lose hope of ever capturing them. 

On the day of the murderof Jobns, the waiter 
in Walsu's Halsted street restaurant, Murphy 


was picked up ot the police at about the same 
ume that Dougherty, Slater, Rowley, ana other

As this aunouncement was made Murphy 
seized Gleason by the arm and whispered: 
“This is no place for us; let's go.“ He didn't 
know what be meant, but went with them, 
Daley was left behiad, and he and Murphy and 
Dougherty went over Madison street to Halsted, 
thence to Lake, to Jetférson, to Harrison, to 
Halsted, 2 bringing up at Gleason’s 
place, where they left him and said they were 
vom home.

From various other sources the officers learned 
that between 4 and 5 o'clock Sunday morning 
Murpby and Dougherty, who had left Gieason at 
his house, saying they were ing nome, turned 
up in a dive on Clark street, being found in the 
kitchen by the colored proprietress, who Knew 
them well. Her inquiry as to what tmey had been 
up to was met with a request to keep ber mouth 
abut and say nothing about having seen them.

The use of a re- 
volver butt as a weapon would satisfactorily ac- 
count for the failure of the police to find any- 
thing Gas pokes as oF couid have been used 
to kill Mr. Prescott witb. 

Murphy's wife was at first arrested by the 
South Side police, and released by mistake. 
Capt. Bonfield subsequently arrested ber at the 
instance of the South Side police, who are boid- 
jug her in bones that she will “squeal.” She, 
however, sse spe Knows what they want aad 
keeps ber mouth nut.

LONDON’S CHIEF FIREMAN. 


In America to Study the Art of Extin- 
guishing Fires as Herg Practiced. 
New York Sun, Aug. 23. 

Eyre M. Shaw, chief officer of the Metro- 
politan Fire Brigade of London, arrived here 
yesterday morning on the Baltic, of the 
White Star Line and put up at the Victoria 
Hotel. He is apparentiy over six feet in 
hight, and his onde blond hair, mustache, 
and imperial have now a strong sprinkling 
of silver. Capt. Shaw was born in Cork in 
1828, and was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, but has been long enough in En- 
gland to acquire a very decided London ac- 
cent. He was at first intended for the 
u urch, but when he left college he en- 
tered the army as an ensign in the North 
Cork Rifles. He left the army to take the 
position of Chief of the Belfast Fire Depart- 
ment, and his success as an organizer led to 
his appointment as Chief of the London Fire 
Brigade, in which he has instituted great 
improvements. Capt. Shaw has written sev- 
eral pamphiets on subjecis connected with 
his calling, among them one entitled 
Complete Manual of Fire Protection.“ and 
another on Fires in Theatres.” His son, 
Robert C. Shaw, preceded him to this coun- 
try, and met him this morning at Quaran- 


ne, 
Yesterday afternoon Capt. Shaw visited 
the headquarters of the Fire, Department, 
and was received by President Gorman, Sec- 
retary Jussen, and Chief Bates. From the 
inteiligence and pertinacity of his question- 
ing it was evident that the Captain is on no 
—— tour, but is, as he says, in quest of 
nformation as to the progress of the art of 
fire extinguishment in America and Canada, 
whose chief cities he will visit. The main 
purpose of bis visit is to attend the Fire- 
men’s Convention in Cincinnatiin Septem- 
ber, and he expressed his pleasure that it is 
to be a meeting of the chief engineers of fire 
departments, with whom he can exchange 
views on practical matters, rather than Fire 
Commissioners or Other municipal officers. 
‘There wasa general conversation about 
the various appliances in use by the fire de- 
partments here and in London. He explained 
that London has four fire districts, each of 
which has a central station which has com- 
munication with headquarters; whereas in 
New York all alarms radiate to and from 
headquarters. Capt. Shaw thinks the New 
York system would not do in a city as bigas 
London. The fire-alarm telegraph, which 
has been in use here nearly twelve years, is 
of recent introduction in London. They have 
only sixty signal stations, or call points, as 
the Londoner terms them, against our 600

The Democratic Warriors in the Second 
District. 

While most Chicagoans who take the least in- 
terest in politics are watching the Davis-Morse- 
Mason-Swett contest in the Third Congressional 
District, the Democratic fugicmen and varty- 


lash flourisbers have not been idle in the Sec- ‘ 


ond, which is admittedly strongly Democratic, 
and Democratic of the short-haired persuasion 
too. During the past week some very nice work 
bas been put in at the meetings of 
the Democratic County Committee in the 
interest of one of the Democratic aspirants 
for Congressional honors from that district to 
wit—Ald. Henry F. Sheridan, of the Fifth Ward. 
Mr. Sheridan's most formigable opponent, for 
ont at least. scems not to have been 
at all alive tothe schemes of his rival or bis 
rival's trainers. In fact the rival has allowed 
himself to be used, without his knowledge of 
course, to fix the pins, to macadamize the road 
for his opponent. As was stated in Tae TRIBUNE 
some time ago, the most prominent candidates 
for Congressional bonors in the district have 
been Sberidan, J. J. Curran a livery-stable 
owner, Henry Hildreth, and Frank Lawler. 
There are several dark horses, amoag them W. 
J. Hynes, W. J. Ounhan, Richard J. Prendergast, 
Carter H. Harrison, and even some have gone to 
the extent of mentioning Lyman Trumbull, ex- 
Gov. Palmer, and Joba F. Finerty in connection 
with the nomination for the district. Of these 
candidates it may be taken for granted that 
Trank Lawler and Hildreth are out of the fieid. 
Hildreth has never been a serious candi- 
date, as be guessed, and perhaps rightly, 
that bis nomination would by no sortof means 
mean an election. and Lawier bas been but a 
laugbabie candidate. In the estimation of the 
Eighth Warders Frank will do for Alderman for 
want of a better man, but none of them ever bad 
the impudeace of opinion to encourage the idea 
that Lawier could fill aseat in the National 
House of Representatives. There is indeed rea- 
don to beileve that Lawler has lost ground in 
the Eighth Ward since be established bis 
whisky shop there. His thirsty constituents 
discovered that he kept a slate. and though 
Frank condescended to treat them to chin mu- 
sic, he would have his pound of ftleah in com- 
nsation for the forty-rod which he so smil- 
— dispensed. Hudretb and Lawler can 
therefore be regarded as scratched. 

During the past two weeks the running has 
been taken up by the Fifth Ward Alderman and 
the livery-stable man, and appearances on the 
outside, at all events, are against any. of the 

rson reaching the distance- post. Sneridan is 
—— piloted by two or three of the most skill- 
ful. adroit. not to say unscrupulous, politicians 
in Chicago, or outside of it. Iney could give 
points to the most astute Tammanyite, and 
then Walk around bim. One of these is Ed Cul- 
lerton. Two others do not live in the district, 
and as they would biush if their names appeared 
in print, the public must but guess at their 
identity. Sheridan also counts on the support 
of the Trish societies, in several of which be 
boids high rank. but heis not without misgiv- 
ing as to their loyalty to him. The members of 
the Irish societies have an unplensant way of 
sitting down on a brother member whom they 
may suspect of using their organizations to 
further his selfish schemes or political ambi- 
uons. Be that as it may, Sheridan is now ad- 
mittedly ahead iu the race. Curran, who is but 
a poor second, is being badly managed. He isa 
good-natured but stupid sort of person, and bas 
not much chance of success, unless he uses 
money, of which commodity be is re- 
puted to have a considerable share. He 
expects to get the Seventh and Eighth Ward 
deiewations, and it is reported that Mattie’ 
Kilday bas promised him part of the Sixth Ward 
delegauon. But there are those who say that 
Mr. Curran is too sanguine. It depends on 
Patsey Howard, present City Clerk, whether he 
shail get a vote from the Eighth Ward. Patsey 
bas Senatorial aspirations. He ran behiod his 
ticket in the municipal contest of lastyear. He 
stands no show of obtaining a renomination. 
He would be thankful therefore for a four years 
job in the service of Llinois. O' Hayer, the 
meinber of the Central Committee from bis 
wurd. is owned by bim wholly. With 0 Hayer it 
rests who shall compose the Eighth Ward dele- 

tion. He has the appointment of the primary 
udges, and any one at all acquainted with Dem- 
ocratic methods knows that that settles it. if 
Howard therefore finds it to his interest to throw 
the Eighth Ward tor Sheridan, Curran’s goose is 
cooked, as Sheridan is pretty sure to get 
the Sixth and iftth Ward delegations, 
potwithstanding Mattie Kilday’salleged promise 
to Curran. The knowing ones, those who keep 
their fect on the timber and protect their eyes 
against chaff, say that Mattie is but fooling Cur- 
ran, or as Mr. Chesterticid Mackin expresses it, 
playing him for a eucker. Mattie is a keen 
one, a full-grown bird, a ripe chicken. His 
cbief characteristics are said to be that is loyal 
to Mike McDonald and regards Edward F. Cul- 
lerton woth an admiraton closely 
bordering on. adoration. Culierton is said 
to be for Sheridan, and 80 are 
Mike MeDonald and Mr. Chestertield Mackin. 
Mr. Curran is therefore liable to be disappointed 
in Mr. Kilday when the nomination day comes 
round. But Curran has cash, and money goes a 
great way with delegations such as Mr. Culier- 
ton, Mr. Hildreth, Mr. Howard, and Larry Mo- 
Gann may select. 

Right here, however, occurs other di- 
culty. Even should Mr. Sheridan Mr. Curran 
receive the nomination from the convention 
called by Cullerton Hildreth, O Hayer, and Mo- 
Gann, an election might not follow as a conse- 
quence. 

As intimated alreadyit is quite likely that 
there will be two Democratic Richmonds in the 
field. The members of the Congressional Com- 
mittee appointed- two years ago insist that 
theirs is the right to call the nominating conven- 
tion, and they loudiy proclaim their determina- 
tion to cali one. They assert, or least a majority 
of them, that it was a gross insult for the 
County Central Committee at the behest of Mc- 
Donald and Mackin, and Mr. Sheridan's two 
modest political pllots. to take out of their bands 
the matter of calling the convention. One of 
them Joudiy pruciaims that it was done bevause 
he b&s expressed a oreference for some other 
person than Sheridan us representative of the 
district, and because, moreover, Sheridan knows 
that with afair primary he would not be aom- 
inated, for he would huve scarcely one vote in 
the convention. The substantial ple of 
the district want to be represented by some 
man who is not too modest to use capital I's 
when referring to himself, and who can make 
his nouns and verbs agree occasionally. 

There is no doubt that there is such a feeling 
among the younger meu and the better edu- 
cated people of the district. These classes sneer 
at Sheridan's qualitications, accuse him of mas- 
querading as the son of Mark Sheridan, wien 
he is not, and say that it would reflect nothing 
but diswrace on the district to send either bim- 
seif or Curran to Congress, and the better class 
of Irish-Americans, who compose the majority 
of the party, claim that, in view of the im- 

tant matters relating to Ireland which occa- 
sionaily crop up, it would be only proper that 
there should be some representation from the 
Irieh district of Chicugo capable of presenting 
subjects to Congress properly. Hynes, Onahban 
(who has to some extent recovered bis lost popu- 
larity), or Finerty would be such a man, and 
there are some who believe that young Prender- 
gust, who was reared in the district, would be the 
right man. Still others say why not run Gen. 
John F. Farnsworth. He was imported from 
Aurora to run in the old Second District two 
years ago. Why not run him now when he has 
a chance for election? In any case, there is 
prospect that there will bea split among 
mocrats. It the Republicans make a 
—— nomination Chicago may send a solid 
Republican delegation to the next Congress.

Boston, Aug. 26.—At the meeting of the Tar- 
iff Commission a large number of communica-

Charies H. Fitch, of the Census Department, 
pointed out that farm labor and capital are now 
substantially protected. The highest relative 
benefits go to unskilled labor, on products 
which bave no duty. In 1816 farm labor in New 
York State cost from $6 to $8 a month, averag- 
ing 22 cents a day. In 1816 journeymen in 
the machinery and gun-making trades 
were paid $1 per day. Now farm labor 
costs $12 to $25 per month, averaging 
74 cents a day. Skilled craftsmen in ma- 
chine shops are paid $2 to $3 a day; thus, wh ile 
wages bave gove up by once anda halt N the 
protected work, they have gone up twice and a 
half in low-skilled, unprotected farm labor. 
Manufacturers bargain for labor without refer- 
ence to the tariff. o estabiishbment of au im- 

rtant industry makes a great draft for men, 

hese are drawn from the unskilled cia and 
the general elevation of wu has followed. and 
the farm laborer who cowplains of the duty on 
dry-goods, which is nearly euten away by Ameri- 
can competition, is really weil protected.

' THE ELEVATOR RISKS. 

The explosion in the Buffalo elevator has 
awakened interest in the report of the Fire 
Patrol as to the inspection made by them of the 
elevators here. It was turned over to the com- 
mittee some two montns ago, but hasn't 
been seen since, though several inquiries 
h been made about the document. 
An earnest effort will . made 
next week by several agents to ascertain the re- 
sult of the inspection, as they suspect that some 
unpleasant discoveries were made which justify 
an increase of rates. 

TRIBUNE reporter, after some buntiug, 
found an underwriter who was familiar with the 
ceutents of the report, and he said it was a very 
important document. The elevators, as a rule 
had insufficient tire-extinguishing facilities. a d 
many of them oa this account were liabie to burn 
up if they once got on fire. Nearly all were 
full of grain-dust, and the floors of some 
around the machinery were covered witb oil- 
drippings. This dust, like that in starch and 
candy factories, would explode under favoring 
circumstances, and was a source of danger, as 
had been demonstrated in New York, Minneap- 
olis, and, recently, in Buffalo. -—Bullwinkie bad 
made about twenty recommendations, which, if 
insisted upon, would 8 lessen the risk 
of fire; among other things, the vieaning out 
of the dust every day, and a thorough cleaning 
of the elevator every week. He aiso urged 
tha Stairways be constructed on the 
outside, with standpipes, so that the 
firemen , can get at the top of 
the buiiding and reach a fre there—the most 
dangerous piace, since that is where the dust 
accumulates and most ot the machinery is lo- 
cated. As things are now, it would be out of 
the question to reach that part of nearly all the 
elevators, as the stairways inside are small and 
dark, and a man would be taking bis life in bis 
hands to bau! bose up that way.

The Establishment Thoroughly Satu.

An incendiary fre which @reatened the lives 
of a family and the commission of serious dam- 
age to other innocent people was started about 
lo’clock yesterday morning in J.J. Fiannigan’s 
grocery store, on the first floor of the new two- 
story frame building No. 165 Blue Island avenue, 
Tue Traisune of yesterday morning contained a 
brief account of the fire, the loss by which was 
very small, but owing to the lateness of the 
bour details as to the origin of the blaze could 
not be ascertained. Later developments 
made the case clearly one of 
incendiarism, and the wonder is thata certain 
arrest was not ordered either by Capt. O’ Donnell 
or Fire-Marshal Swenie early yesterday morn- 
ing. The builaing where the fre was started is 
owned by Abraham Heller, who with his family 
occupies the second floor as a residence. The 
grocery, as already stated, ison the first floor, 
aud is owned by a youug man named J. J. Flan- 
nigan, an ex-flremau. About 1 o'clock yester- 
day morning Mr. Heller was awakened from his 
sleep by a feeling of suffocation, and he imme- 
diately discovered that bis bed-room was All of 
smoke. Kushing down stairs and into the street, 
he called Officer Halle, Who chanced to be near, 
and the officer 

AT ONCE TURNED IN AN ALARM 
from Box — It was promptly responded to by 
the department, and in a very few moments the 
blaze was extinguished with the aid of Babcock 
streams alone. After the fire was out Marshal 
Swenie and two or three officers from the 
Tweifth Street Station made a careful investiga- 
tion of the premises. ‘The fire was found to 
have started about in the centre of aside wall 
behind some tin chests, the chests having evi- 
dentiy been — in front of a newly-cut hole 
in the wall where the fire started. Just below the 
tin chests were some liar wooden chests, 
designed apparently for holding sugar or flour. 
These were filled with paper tour-bags 
thoroughly saturated with coai-oil. A box near 
by was also well seasoned with kerosene, the 
odor of which was painfully apparent. A lot of 
matches were likewise strewn aboutin the im- 
mediate vicinity uf the blaze. The brass top of 
a lamp lay on a shelf near by, having doubtiess 
been left there to give the idea that an ex~- 
piosion had taken place. The top, however, was 
new. The incendiary, bad be been sbrewd, 
would have selected a top that nad been used.

His father, Fiannigan Sr., also 
an ex-fireman, whose home is near the grocery, 
was soon making au investigation on his own

A Farmer’s ite Near Kewanee 
Brutally Murdered by a 
* Robber. 


Spectal Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Krwarnk. III., Aug. 26.—One of the most hor- 
ribly cold-biooded and brutal iuurders on record 
was Comuitted at the pleasant farm residence 
of Joseph L. Copeland, in Wethersfield Town- 
ship, about three miles south of this place, to- 
day. Ali the inmites of the house except Mrs. 
Maggie Copeland. the murdered woman, were at 
a ocighbor's, some distatice away. where thrasb- 
ere were at work, when some one entered the 
house, as is supposed, for the purpose of rob- 
bery, $80 in money and a $50-note being taken 
from the trunk of one of the bired men. 
The husband, little Lon, and hired man 
bad left the house in the morning, and none of 
them returned until about 1:30 in the afternoon, 
when Mr. Copeland went to take his little son 
home. Imagine his horror and grief on arriv- 
ing at bis own door at seeing his wife lying just 
outside, stiff and dead. The alarm immediately 
spread, and a physician and the Coroner were 
summoned, when on examinauon it was found 
that she bad been brutally assaulted with a 
piece of heavy board, her skull beimg 
crushed in one place and badly) lacer- 
ated in another, and afterward probahly 
shot twice, one ball passing through the 
centre of the body and another through the 
shoulder. Either the club or bullet wounds 
would have proved fatal. Men at work ina 
neighboring field visited the house about 90 
o' lock in the morning and found Mrs. Copeland 
at ber work as usual. 

Syivanus McKisson bas been arrested on sus- 
picion of having committed the deed. he has 
been working in the neighborhood the past sea- 
son, hus frequently stopped over aight at Cope- 
land's, and is supposed to be the only 
person who knew of the money being 
in the house, and udmits that 
be. was there at II o'clock, at about 
which time a neighbor remembers to have beard 
three pstol-shets in that direction.

A Party of Virginia Maidens Take «a 
Big Trip ter Their HMeatth. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

„ Laurginspura, N. C., Aug. 26.—This morning 
the people of this place were astonisbed at see- 
ing a party of six young and pretty giris arrive 
with stout staffs and carrying substantial koap- 
sacks upon their shoulders. The party proved 
to be the fair tramps who started Aug. 2 to walk 
over the State and see its wild and ruggcd 
scenery, and whose journey has already been 
alluded to in these dispaiches. They determined 
to end their journey at this point, as throe of 
them are school- girls who have taken this mode 
of spending their vacation, and at the same time 
gaining health and strength. Since they bave 
started they have walked, they state, about 400 
miles, and during the long march bave cro 
mountains and rivers aud penetrated somé of 
the wiidest portion of the State. Muc of the 
time they have slept in the open air, in bam- 
mocks swung from the trees, the bammocks 
having Canvas spread over them in order to pro- 
tect the occupants from the dews and rain. One 
night. about ten days ayo, seeing a heavy storm 
coming up, the purty bad to stop in a grave- 
yard, and there they spent the night, sleeping 
among the headstones, and their leader states 
they suffered more fears that night than on any 
other ovcasion, although they at terwurds slept 
in the mountain fastness and were startled by 
the appearance of a bear iurking about their 
camp. From the beginning to the end of their 
long walk they kept what they called their “ log- 
book, each member of the party in turn writ- 
ing in it the record of the day's bappenings, im- 
pressivos of scenery, and descriptions of the 
country through which they passed. During 
the tramp two of the giris made 
sketches of various ints of interest 
aiong the route. From first to last they say 
they bave received nothing but kindness from 
peuple along the line of their path. Farm- 
houses were thrown open to them by the hos- 
pitable owners, and frequent proffers of vehicies 
were made, which were, bowever, declined, as 
the pedestriennes decided before starting that 
they would walk every step of the way, unless 
sickness prevented. They are all in excellent 
condition, and the only incouvenience they 
have ever suflered was trom biistered feet, but 
as they moved on their feet became hard- 
ened. Although they wore broad- 
brimmed bats, they are much browned 
by exposure/to the sun. but a barder or more 
cheeriui and modest set of young ladies has 
never been seep on a tramp. 

The most difficult part of their tramp was the 
ascent and explvration of the famous Bald 
Mountain, whose mysterious rumbiing created 
so much excitement some years ago. They not 
only weat to the tup of tie mountain, but pen- 
etrated some of the wild fissures with a view of 
satisfying their minds whether or not the rum- 
biings were owing to volcanic action.

THE MARRIAGE LAW. 


Two Violations of It Charged Against 
Cauen Kuow!les, 

The statute law of the State of Iilinois pro- 
vides that when people desire to get married 
there shall be a license issued by the County 
Clerk empowering any Judge, Justice of the 
Peace, or minister of the Gospel to solemnize 
such wedding. Without such marriage license 
previously bad and obtained no alleged religious 
celebration constitutes a valid marriage. There 
has for several years past been considera bie ob- 
jection made by certain priests of the Catholic 
and Episcopalian Churches to this legai require- 
ment, the clergymen referred to taking 
the general ground that the State had 
nothing to do with a religious sacrament, 
as was the actof marriage. ut, with one ex- 
ception, there has until this time veen no 
open Violation of the statutory provision, aad it 
was reserved fora Presoyter of the Episcopal 
Church in America to be guilty of this viola tion 
of a statutory enactment. On this point the Rev. 
James H. Knowies, Canon of the Cathedral 
Church of 8S. Peter and Paul, is doubly ruiity in 
that he has twice, at intervals of nearly three 
years, Violated the law.

THE CHROMATIC SCALE. 


Interesting Facts Concerning the Chief 
of Musical Iustrumeuts. 

A question that bas no doubt often suggested 
itself to many is, What becomes of all the 
pianos that are manufactured in this country 
year after year, and how long do they last? 

With a desire to enlighten himself and, 
through the columos of Tus Trisune, its many 
readers, a musically-inelined reporter called at 
the well-known music rooms of Messrs. Lyon & 
Healy in this city as a place where he would be 
most likely to obtain reliable information on the 
subject, and be was amply rewardea by receiv- 
ing from a member of that firm some very in- 
teresting points and reliable statistics coucern- 
ing the objecuof his visit. 

In the first place, be learned that the com- 
binea product of ail the piano factories in 
America during the past year approximated the 
enormous number of 35,000, and when one pauses 
to think of this large number be cao form some 
idea of the greatuess of this industry, the rauk 
it bolds among the manufactures of the country, 
the amount of capital invested, and the num- 
ber of skilled workmen and others which it em- 
pioys. Of those 35,000 pianos fuily one-fiftb are 

roduced by two leading firms—one in New 

‘ork City, the other in Boston; however, while 
only one-fifth in number they are one-third in 
value. Now, in addition to the number manu- 
factured, there are about 7,000 second-hand 
pia unos sold throughout the country annually. 

It is, of course, imvossibie to obtain informa- 
tion that could accurately determine the vari- 
ous points to Wien Lbose pianos are shipped or 
the number soid in each section, but some index 
can be obtained by reference to the Aasespors’ 
scbedu'e for the State of Lilinols, which just 
been publisbed at Springtieid. 

The number of pianos returned for taxation 
for the present year was 26,125, but this number 
18. to the knowlege ones in the trade, ridiculously 
sma. and does not represent much over half 
the actual quantity. It is safe to say that there 
are in this county alone 18,0% pianus, instead of 
which the Assessors’ enumeration places them 
at only 7,018, and as the official count shows that 
Cook County contaius over eone-fourta of all the 
pianos in the State it is easy to determine wbat 
the same ratio of increase would allot to the en- 
tire Stute of Lilinoia. 

When we revali the fact that there are fifty- 
two States and Territories in this country it can 
be readily seen will take many years to 
supply each with “the comparatively mea- 
gre number of instruments to be found in this 
great State with its population 3,300,000 and its 
471,428 families. 

Of course, in the natural order ot things, a 
great many families will find it necessary to 
part with a piano which from wear and detect- 
ive and cheap construction bas ceased to afford 
thein any pleasure or enjoyment, and to pro- 
cure in its stead a better one. As the great ma- 
jority of all the pianos made are of a cheap and 
inferior kind, it is easy to nud a cause for the 
large number of second-hand pianos that are to 
be found in the market. The lowest grades will 
endure only trom tive to seven years’ use, while 
those of medium grade will withstand the wear 
of from seven to fifteen years. The buyers of 
such pianos find, when too late, that instead of 
having purchased “a thing of beauty and a joy 
forever’ they bad secured only a toy of sbort- 
lived usefulness, and chat they paid more event- 
ually than if they had originally procured a 
first-ciass piano. 

Oo the other band, such a piano as the Stein- 
way will, with good care, be practically as good 
as new after use for a quarter of a century, and, 
judging from some Steiaways. made aa far back 
as 1367, which were inspected by the writer, it is 
easy to believe that after fifty years’ wear a 
Steinway will then bein better condition than 
will the average piano after only eight to ten 
years’ use. 

The writer before leaving was shown several 
specimens of Steinway square pianos, ranging 
in age from tweaty to twenty-nine years, which 
were recently taken in exchange for grands and 
uprights. They were played on and tested in bis 
—— in contrast with other new pianos, and 

blushes to confess that, with ail their versa- 
tility, be is convinced that it takes somebody 
other than a newspaper reporter to distinguish 
the difference between an old Steinway and a 
new piano, so admirabie is their tone and so well 
preserved their characteristic qualities. 

They seem to possess the non-decaying qual- 
ities of the Pyramids of Egypt. and, like them, 
are the marvels of the musical worid. 

Too much care and caution cannot be exer- 
cised in selecting a piano. itis an articie that 
should last a lifetime, and, with the unerring 
testimony that time and the incontrovertibie 
— that figures and facts furnish, there can 

no doubt of the wisdom of procuring the best. 

The facts herein stated should be sufficient to 
convince even the economical of the actual 
saving in money which the purchasing of such a 
piano as the Steinway will eaabie them to effect 
eventually, while to the intelligent musician the 
knowledge of its matebless superiority is alone 
sufficient to commend it and to insure the mak- 
ing of a sacrifice, if necessary, to procure one 
new or old.

High Freights on the Railroads 
the Impelling Cause. 


Something About the Collapse of the 
Big United States Show. 


There seems to exist at t among the 
cipcus managers of this utry a pretty gen- 
eral impression that the business, which has 
been sometimes irreverentiy syoken of as 
“horse opera,” is about to Undergo a very ma- 
terial change. Not that there is the remotest 
probability of the cirous falling out of favor, or 
even varying very much in its character as a 
form of popular amusement, for until the sun 
bimself grows dim with age and nature sinks in 
years we may safely rely upon the sawdust ring, 
with ali its miraculous accompaniments, as a 
perpetually recurring charm. for both the grow- 
ing and the grown generations. The antici- 
pated change is one that is more likely to affect 
the managers themselves than the public, and 
many of them are already looking forward to 
the coming seasons with no little anxiety, Cir- 
cus management is a very different thing from 
what it was fiity or even thirty years ago, and 
as the seasons succeed each other and competi- 
tion waxes warmer it becomes more and more 


complex: 

“It would be very curious, wouldn't it.“ said a 
veteran sbowiman to the writer the other day. 
“if the whirligig of time should bring the old 
circus round again to the styte of old days when 
it went trundiing the dusty highways with ‘ne 
elepbant and the camels belping to boost the 
caravans through the ruts. And yet, sir, that's 
what a good many of the circuses will have to 
come tu very soon, if they expect to keep on the 
road at all. The way things are now run, all the 


profits are eaten up by the evormous tariff they: | 
are obliwed to pay to the failroads, and some of | 


the most experienced showmen are beginning to 
see that their only chance of keeping afloat is 
to back to the old system. 

Very much the same view was enunciated by 
one of the best circus managers of America, 
when in Chicago recentiy. He deciared that it 
was a losing game, with the tax upon their re- 
sources which transportation by ruil of sucn 
enormous freight compelled, and that for bis 
part be was seriously thinking of giving up the 
modern style of competition, and again

Thies would bea highly curious result in such 
@ progressive era as ours, yet many of the 
sound-beaded showmen seem to think it would 
not be a step backward, and would be a sure 
financial gain. 

But whatever be the cause, whether too much 
raiiroading, or too much Barnumizing, there 
certainly have occurred such perturbations 
among these revolving bodies as bave led peuple 
to wonder afresh bow the creat circuses are con- 
ducted, and how they stand now as commercial 
ventures. . 

It is, perhaps, not generally known that a po- 
tent factor in the management of these enter- 
prizes is not infrequentiy a person who might 
be imagined to be rather a follower than a 
leader; a suppliant for custom rather than a 
counselor, director, and even the supplier of 
the needfui at times. It ie a fact, however, that 
the proprietors of some of the large job-priat- 
ing houses, East and West—as McCune of Buf- 
faio, Dr. Riley of New York, and Jonn B. Jeffer 
of Chicago—have a good deal more to do wit 
the management of a circus than most people 
suppose. It ie not only ingenious devices for 
display bills that they suppiy, but very often it 
is a pertion of the cash that floats the concern, 
and the business tact and experience that car- 
ries iton to success. An illustration of this 
is furnished in the circumstances surrounding 
the rise, progress, deciine, and fall of the Big 
United States Circus, woieb Mr. Jonn B. Jeffery 
recently attached at Louisville, In a conversa- 
tion regarding the affairs of that ili-starred ag- 
gregation some inside glimpses into the work- 
ings of that ccmmercial venture were afforded 
which may serve as a useful guidance to future 
capitalists who would like to gamble in circus 
stock witbout 

TAKING ANY OF THE RISK, 


Said the reporter, How did you, Mr. Jeffery, 
a business- man, came to get stuck with the Big 
United States Circus?” 

Don't you understand.“ said he, that the 
intelligent printer, who has many other duties 
to do besides, must see it to be bis interest to 
help such concerns to make the money in order 
to make their account good; and 1 have found 
that the managers who are willing to be direct- 
ed by their printer are, as a rule, the most suc- 
cessful.” 

How about this particular circous? Tell me 
how the managers came together?” 

„O. i knew all about that—how they pur- 
chased the circus from Burr Robbins (who, you 
know, met with an injury on the Fox River) and 
how on that very account he concluded to sell 
out * 1 


“To whom did he sell?” ~~ 

He made the sale ton responsible business- 
man. Robert Nelson, of Ishpeming, Mich. He 
bought the show for Myers & Shorb,wbo claimed 
to ve familiar with the business. Tne mistake 
Nelson seems to have made was that he wanted 
to share in the profits of the business, and 
at the same time not share the 
responsibility of a partner. When Nelson, 
to whom 1 gave credit on the strength of nis 
purchase, became alarmed for the ultimate suc- 
cess of the show, and tried to pull out, why, 
then it became necessary for me and others to 
protect ourselves.“ 

How much did this Neison give for the cir- 
cus? What is the price of a circus?’ 

Nelson bought the show from Robbins for 
$65,000. He paid $10,000 down, and was to pay 
the balance in three years, giving a mortgage to 
Col. Robbins to secure it. But when the papers 
came to be signed old responsibility (Mr. Neilson) 
slipped in the names of Myers & Shorb—irre- 
sponsibie parties in the commercial worid as far 
as concerned this traunsaction—instead of his 
own, at the same time assuring Robbins ver- 
bally that he would back the enterprise with his 
money.” 5 

Then you didn’t place your trust in Myers & 
Shorb?’’ 

“ No, sir; Lrelied on Nelson.” 

Did Nelson sign any papers to you?“ 

Well. not as you would say, exactly papers,” 
said the genial John, smiling blandiy and child- 
like; but he gave me his cheok for $6,000 to 
begin with, and that was enough for me to begin 
on.

The Asylum for the Aged. 

The Little Sisters of the Poor, whose Asylum 
for the Aged is one of the most noted charitable 
institutions in the city, report that there are 
now considerably more than 100 persons under 
their care, These tax the accommodations of 
the asylum to the fullest limit, and it is pro- 
posed to enlarge it to at least three times its 
present Capacity as soon as the debt shall have 
been paid. As this is somewhat less than $19,000, 
it may confidently be presumed that it wil! not 
take many months to liquidate it. The friends 
of the institution cherish the hope that steps 
can be taken to enlarge it in the man- 
ner contemplated some time during the 
commg year. The ground ample for 
that purpose. having- a frontage of 300 feet on 

1 Harrison street anda depin of halt a block 
On i Broop street. The property is worth about 
$70,000. And this is a very satisfactory showing, 
considering that it is but a few years since the 
Little Sisters of the Poor began their good work 
in Chicago. In fact, the religious society to 
which they belong is of compaiatively recent 
Origin, having been founded as late as the year 
1845, It is consequentiy the youngest order of 
Sisters or religieuse in: the Catholic Church. 
Nevertbeless the zeal, industry, and frugati 
~ — ow tay age to give it a leading 

among © organizations special 

devoted or intended to promote the ends 
of charity, philanthrophy, and benevolence, 
It bas at present about 110 asvlums in Europe 
and the United States, and everywhere it is no- 
vomplisum great and substantial good. The 
Littie Sisters of the Poor in Chicago number 
only twelve. and yet they provide tor and take 
cure of more than lo superanuated, euteebied, 
and dependent perso receive nothing 
whatever from the inmates of the asylum. The 
charity they dispense is as free as air. The in- 
stitution is semi-public in eharacter, having 
been Incorporated under the laws of Iilinois, 
and the uged of all nationalities and religious 
affiliations are equaliy weicome and the recipi- 
entsof like care and attention. There is no 
discrimination whatever on account of race 
or religious predilections. 
have no resources aside from their faith in 
Providence and the generosity of the public. 
They view themselves merely as almoners of 
the public charity. All ot them, however, are 
industrious in the matter of coilating and in- 
teiligentiy applying the offerings they receive. 
Some of them solicit movey offertngs, which are 
mainly applied to the enncellation of the debt. 
Others receive cast-off clothing of all kinds, 
which is distributed among the poor and friend- 
less inmates of the asyium. And stil others 
visit the hotels from time to time and make ar- 
rangements to receive the bread, meats, vege- 
tables, etc., left over after meals and likely to 
go to waste unless taken by them. As à rule 
they are courteously received, the disinterested 
nature ot the laudabie charity to which they 
are devoted being generally recognised. No 
well- informed person can be diseourteous to the 
good sisters. Their numility, industry, frugality, 
patience, and seit-sacrificing spirit entitle to re- 
—— consideration not only themselves, but 
Also their modest requests for tood, clothes, 
funds for the use and benetit of the poor, age 
and decrepit creatures who look to them for 
support, ;

The Tenement-House and Factory Inspectors 
last week examined 231 houses, containing 2,809 
rooms, oceupied by 667 families of 3,928 persons, 
includimg 2,117 males. 1,814 females, 1,115 boys, 
and 870 girls. There were eighty-seven places 
of employment examined, which give labor to 


798 persons, inciuding 68 males. 106 females, G 
boys, and 24 giris. There were sixty-five notices 
served and fiity-six uuisances abated. 

The foliowing piaces were touad in an unsani- 
tary cond don: 

O. 319 North 42 street, owned by R. 
Wisbneski. The lot overcrowded with shan- 
ties, containing eighteen rooms, which 
are occupied by sixteen tamilies of eighty- 
two persons. There are tive one-story 
and one twe- „ cottages on the lot. 
all of them betwg in a dilapidated condition 
The drainage is poor, and there are is of 
stagoant water under sume of the shanties. 
There are no rain-condactors, and the privy 
vaults are ip a most borribie condition, most of 
them overtiowing their coutents intojthe adjoin- 
ing yards. The Inspector says: It is a wonder 
that living in such a state of filth have 
no epidemic —— amo them. The bouses 
should be tbino out. place properly 
drained and put into a thoroughly sanitary con- 
dition. sbanties are erected upon a lot 
leased from R. K. Shuneman, who should be 
compelled to properly drain the premises. 

No. 269 North Carpenter street, owned by C. 
L. Jenks, a two-siory frame ot teu rooms, occu- 
pied by four families, eonssting of thir- 
ty-seven people. The ventilation, plumb- 

„and drainage are poor, while the privy- 
vaults are overtiow and offensive. These 
premises, says the inspector, “*are in a very 
unsanitary condition, and are inhabited by 
Poles. The untrap wastepipes enter into an 
open sewer, permitting the sewer-gus to eter 
the house in volumes. ere are no rain-con- 
ductors, which are required by law. The ground 
is rendered damp in consequence uuder the 
house.” The house adjoining, No. 271, owned by 
the same man, is in a similar condition. 

No. 218 Norte Carpenter street, owned by F. 
Hathaway, atwo-story frame of twelve rooms, 
occupied by forty-nine persons. e ventila- 
tion and drainage are poor, privy-vaults over- 
flowing and very offensive. The premises are 
in a very filthy condition; the house is very oid 
and dilapidated, and without rain pipes. 

No. North Carpenter street. another plague 
spot, owned by C. L. Jenks, a two-story frame 
of eight rooms, occupied by tweive persons. 
The waste-pipes are untrapped and enter into a 
wooden box which runs to the street wail, 
where all the sewage is deposited. The water- 
service pipe is bursted, which makes the ground 
under the house wet 7 — There are 
no rain conductors to t ouse. 

Nos. 168 Third avenue und 449 Dearborn street, 
owned by C. L. Jenks, three-story and base- 
ment brick of thirty-six rooms, occupied by 
eighty-one persons, all negroes. The piumbing 
is poor, and the drainage is defective, the house 
beme infected with sewer gas, dark water- 
closet and leaky soil-pipe, and tull catoh- basin. 

No. 19% North Haisted street, owned by Mrs. 
Phoebe, a two-story and basement irame of tea 
rooms, occupied by twevty-three persons. Ven- 
tiiation is poor. basement.is damp and 
dark, is below grade aus unfit for habitation, 
though rented 1 and occupred. ö

Jenks, a tbree-story and basement brick of 
twenty-four rvoms, occupied by fifty-four per- 
sons. There are two full pfivy-vaulits. e

LIFE IN SIAM. 


As Described by United States Minister 

: John H. Haldeman, 

St. Louis Kepublican. 

Judge John H. Haldeman, United States 
Minister to Siam, now making a short visit 
to this country, arrived in St. Louis last 
week fora few days’ stay before going to 
San Francisco to sail on the return trip to 
his distant place of office. The Judge was 
called on yesterday afternoon by a reporter 
of the Republican, and interrogated regard- 
ing the far-away clime in which he makes 
his home as America’s official representative. 

„Well,“ said he, the feeling in Slam to- 
wards the United States is of the best and 
kindest, as you may know from the fact that 
one of the Princes, with aroyal suite, is now 
on the way here to reside. His name is 
Prisdang, and he will represent his land with 
credit, being Highly educated and cultured. 
He speaks French and English fluently, and 
cannot fail to make the best of impressions. 
For my own part I have been living there 
about two years, first going out as Consul 
under an appointment by President Hayes, 
then being made Consul-General by Presi- 
dent Garfield, and later resident Minister by 
President Arthur, and my experience and re- 
jations with the Government have always 
been of the most pleasant character. 
The Government of Siam is an absolute 
monarchy. There is a Council of Siate, 
known as the Senebodi, which nas a voice in 
affairs, but the will of the King is supreme. 
He is a man of perhaps 30 years, and called 
Chulalonkorn. He is intelligent, of fine 
presence and address, and has done a great 
deal of good for his people since ascending 
the throne.

Preparations tor the Fall and Winter 
Term in the City Schools. 


Changes in Text Books—Other Informa- 
tion te Parents and Pupils. 


A week from tomorrow the public schools will 
open for the fall term, cleaned and beautified, 
and already the little folks, who have been 
gamboling in the streets and parks, or recreat- 
ing in the country during vacation—visiting 
their uncies, aunts, and grandmothers—are pre- 
paring for the, to them, sad event. Parents, 
tov, are beginning to arrange for the occasion 
in the buying of new school suits to replace 
those worn threadbare by their festive scions, 
and to make an inventory of the dusty and 
dilapidated books and eracked slates prepara- 
tory to the “young idea” being transferred 
from their summer pasiimes to the school and 


their studies. 

For the benefit of parents, teachers, and chil- 
dren, a reporter yesterday, aaticipating the 
coming of school days, spent some time in look- 
ing up a few facts which may be of interest to 
ali concerned, and may save considerabie 
trouble in the confusion attending the “open- 
ing. To start with he found tbat Superinteu- 
dent Howlaud bad caused to be printed and 

sted at the various school buildings the fol- 

owing card: 

“All pupils who were members of this school 
at the close of the last school year, June 30, 1533, 
will be entitled to seats ou the day of opening. 
All other pupils will be required to make appli- 
eation for seats at the school building on Satur- 
diy, Sept. 2, between the hours of 10 4. m. and 


. m. 
p.. The Principal of this school will at this time 
furnish with transfer cards all pupils who have 
removed from the district. He will also furvish 
at this time all new pupils with vaccination 
bianks, and will assign them to their respective 
rooms.“ 

From this it will be seen that pupils who bad 
seats in the schools at their close will retain 
them, and that it will not be absolutely neces- 
sary for them to beat the school Saturday un- 
less they have moved out of the school district 
in the meantime. All new puptis, bowever, 
must report to secure seats and be assigned to 
rooms, which parents should bear in mi 

After baving secured a seat the next thing the 
pupil will want will be books, and this is a mat- 
ter of more than ordinary importance from the 
fact that the Board of Educauon bas seen ut to 
muiterially caange the list of text books, espe- 
cially in the grammar and primary schools. In 
the tirst, secoud, and third grades the readers 
have been changed, and also be fourth reader, 
the arithmetic, and the elementary German 
reader. lu the bigh schools too some changes 
bave been made, Dut they are not as sweepiur.

The new buildings are located—one 
at Lawndale, one at the corner of Twentieth and 
Walsh streets, one at the corner of Sangamon 
and Indiana streets, and one on Throop street, 
between Nineteenth and Twentieth streets, and 
when completed will accommodate about 3.000 
scholars, which will materially relieve the chil- 
dren who have neretofore n wanting for 
school facilities—that is, if the census and en- 
rollment reports are reliable. For instance, the 
census of 1880 showed that there were 97,098 
children in the city between the ages of 
6 and 106 years, while the enrollment 
for June last was 68,266. The census for 1882 
shows that there are pow 110,178 between the 
ages given, an increase of a little over 13.00. 
Deducting the present enrollment from the 
present census, therefore, and making a liberal 
allowance for children over 16 years of age. and 
allowing that 35.000 are attending private 
schools, it will be seen that, with school facili- 
ties for 3.000 extra chidren, there ought to be 
leas cause for complaint about the want of 
school accommodations in the near future than 
there has been in the past. 


CONCERNING BRANDY. 


What an Expert Says in Regard to 
Consul Gifford’s Becent Report, 
New York Sun, Aug. 23. 

Consul Gifford has recently sent to the State 
Department from La Rochelle, France, some 
remarkable statements with reference to 
the importation of adulterated brandy 
into ‘the United States. Mr. Charles 
MeK. Leoser, President of the 
Wine and Spirit Traders“ Society. 
and editor of Bonfort’s Wine and Spirit Cir- 
cular, said yesterday: The great cause of 
the falling off of importations of French 
brandies is the enormous duty of $2 a gallon 
which is imposed. There can be no doubt 
that in proportion as that duty is reduced the 
quantity of foreign brandy imported will be 
increased and its quality improved. It is 
true that the crop this year has been quite 
small, owing to the fact that the 
vines in the neighborhood of Cognac 
have been eaten up by phylloxera. 
The condition of things in that respect is im- 

roving now, and there are many vines look- 

ng better than they did two years ago. 
From present appearances the growers in 
Charentes are in strong hopes that in the 
course of from five to eight years their pro- 
duction will be as good as it was before the 
appearance of the phylioxera. Of course the 
demand for brandy is kept up, and of course 
dealers are trying to supply it to the best of 
their ability. The quantity imported has 
falien off enormously. 

Ihe position taken by Consul Gifford is 
rirliculous on the face of it. He says that all 
the disinteresied authorities he has consult- 
ed are finiformly of the opinion that the 
article furnished on the terms that he quotes 
cannot contain a drop of genuine brandy. 
But if the article were made of pure spirits, 
without any brandy, it would be worth about 
50 francs a hectolit and it brought 175 
francs, er more than three times the price 
of pure spirits. So the inference is that there 
must have been some brandy in it. 

“Of course there is some adulterated 
brandy that comes to this country, and some 
of it is sold for pure brandy, but it is wrong 
to say that there are not reputable merchants 
in this country who sell pure brandy. There 
are many of them, and any y who knows 
pure brandy knows where to buyit. Sev- 
eral years ao a daily newspaper instituted 
an examination by analysis of the lig- 
uors sold at various places, and made

AN INTERVIEW WITH HIS HOLINESS. 

After waiting more than two hours the 
doors at the farther end of the gallery were 
opened, and a brilliant group appeared in the 
opening. The distance was so great that we 
could not distinetly see its several pafts, only 
a general effect of bright colorg, in which 
splendid uniforms predominated. This group 
at Urst appeared to be stationary: then, after 
atime, we became conscious it was moving, 
but so slowly and with such frequent pauses 
as to be almost imperceptible. By degrees it 
came hearer, and we saw two Chamberlains 
walking backwards; then came some of the 
Guardia Nobile, tha Pope’s body-guard, each 
member of which is a nobleman, and wears a 
tall crested helmet like an old Roman. Then 
came a number of stately dignitaries in violet 
robes, Cardinals and monsignors; and at last 
we caught a glimpse in the centre of a small 
figure entirely In white—his Holiness himself 
—then more violet robes, and lastly more 
guards, closing the procession. It was im- 
possible to see that slowly-advancinge figure, 
with its imposing surroundings, without be- 
ing most powerfully impressed. He is the 
representative of a power—a spiritual hier- 
archy—which, as Macaulay says, can cer- 
tainiy boast of a far longer succession than 
any dignity in the world; linking together 
the two great ages of civilization. Our mod- 
ern feudal Kings are mere upstarts compared 
with the successors,in regular order of Syl- 
yestor and Leo the Great.“ 

A monsignor who walked by the side of 
the Pope asked the name, nationality, and re- 
ligion.of each person, for the information of 
his Holiness, who then said a few words. He 
speaks only Italian and French. He hada 
short conversation in the latter language 
with the priests next to us, which of course 
we could distinetly hear. They spoke of 
their intended mission, and he replied that 
the merit of such actions lay in the intention 
less than in their successful performance, 

The Pope is smal! and frail in figure, with 
the whitest and most bleached-looking com- 
plexion it is possible to conceive. One could 
scarcely imagine him able to go through the 
profonged fatigue entailed by even such a 
ceremony as thatin which we saw him.
